On the cvenihg of the 9th February, 1976 some inhabitants 
of Dhokul Topu Kachupathar came to the Teliagaon Battalion 
Camp and reported that there was a possibility of a dacoity 
being committed that night in their village. The Battalion 
Incharge deputed Corcstable Hiianath Kalita and three others 
under tlie command of a Lance Naik to tjo to the village. 
Wheli the police party reached Kachupathar, they hoard cries 
from a nearby house. They tried to encircle the place of 
occurrence but were spotted and lined upon by the dacoits who 
also warned the policemen to keep clear. Undaunted by the 
d.anger to his life.
